There has been no material change 


in the fashions for children for sev- 
eral years, except the substitution of 
very large hats for small ones and 
the occasional substitution of a queer 
"poke" bonnet on a baby little larger 
than its quaint headgear.

A petition filed in the circuit court 


yesterday, by Elizabeth Davis, pray- 
ing for a change of venue on account 
of the alleged prejudice of the people 
of Macon county against her, ought 
to furnish food for reflection upon 
the part of all those who have any- 
thing to do with the determination of 
such questions, and should especially 
be considered by the people who, in 
the language of Abraham Lincoln, 
'•are the proper masters of both con- 
gresses and courts." Mrs. Davis sup- 
ports her petition by an affidavit, 
sotting forth the allegation that the 
prejudice of the inhabitants of Macon 
county has been aroused against her 
by the course of the press of Decatur. 
It is altogether probable that the 
people of Macon county know more 
about the crime with which she 
stands charged than they would be 
if no newspapers were published in 
Decatur, but it is an unwarranted 
reflection upon their intelligence and 
fairness to assume that they would 
not give her a fair trial. On the 
second day of last July a crime was 
committed in the city of Washington 
which set the whole world on fire 
with indignation. The newspapers 
have been filled with denunciations 
of the criminal ever since, and yet, 
when he came into court for trial 
there was no extraordinary difficulty 
encountered in securing a jury satis- 
factory to both sides. If it was found 
so oa&y to secure a jury in the Gui- 
teau case, within sight of the fepot 
where the crime was committed, and 
after all that the newspapers had 
said about the matter—nay, if it was 
possible to get a jury anywhere with- 
in the limits of the Uunited States 
that would be satisfactory to both 
parties to that suit, how impotent 
and weak becomes the plea of Mrs. 
Davis in her effort to move her trial 
to .some other county! The people 
are becoming very tired of this 


The Protective Effect of Vaccina- 
tion. 


London Times, Dee. Zt. 


Dr. Henry TompMns, medical su- 


perintendent of the fever hospital 
belonging to the Manchester Royal 
Infirmary at Monsall, in a paper 
which he read recently at Owens col- 
lege, said: "The most striking of all 
evidence is, perhaps, -that derived 
from the small-pox hospitals them- 
selves. Here the protective influence 
of vaccination is proved in a manner 
beyond all cavil At Highgate. dur- 
ing an experience of forty years, no 
nurse or servant having been revac- 
cinated has ever contracted the dis- 
ease, and evidence of the same char- 
acter I can myself bring forward, for 
during the whole time that I have 
had charge of the fever hospital more 
than a thousand cases have passed 
under my care, yet no servant, nurse, 
porter, or other person engaged there 
has, after revaccination. ever taken 
it, though exposed daily to infection 
in its most concentrated form. One 
woman, a laundress, who escaped 
vaccination, took the disease and 
died; one nurse, who some years be- 
fore had suffered from small-pox, and 
was then considered protected, had a 
very mild attack: and this summer a 
workman, who did not live on the 
premises, but came in to work as a 
painter, was not vaccinated, and had 
rather a severe attack: andbtill more 
recently a servant, who by an over-

Mr. Davidge took a position in front 
of the jury and opened his argument 
with a disclaimer of any intention to 
make a set speech, but expressed his 
simple desire to render tho jury what 
aid he could in their present and sol- 
emn duty. The time had now come 
in this trial when the jury were to be- 
come the factors.

or levity might have characterized 
the trial", there was but one sentiment 
in respect of the conduct of the jun.

instance quickly followed "Not of- 
ten," si.id Davidge. ''in the record of 
heinous crime, do we have such plain 
and pointed evidence as to the first 
conception of crime. In this case, 
tho suggestion came, to the wretch in 
the night as he lay in his bed.'' 


"It came to mo when the Lord got 


ready to have it." snarled the pris- 
oner. 


Davidge continued: "Thih thought 


or suggestion came to him on the lsth 
of May. Still thinking that he might 
obtain the office ho sought, and keep 
his hands clean, he made another ef- 
fort on the 28th of May to induce the 
President— " 


Guiteau called out from the dock: 


"I would not have taken a foreign 
mission after tho 1st of June if it had 
been offered to me." 


Davidge (apparently not heeding 


him): 
"On the 28th of May -" 


Guitean—•'! am talking about the 


1st of June.'' 


Davidge (pausing a moment) 


"Just listen to him." 


Guitoau (sneuringlj)- - ''They would 


listen to you, but your talk is BO weak 
it is hardly worth listening to." 


For several minutes Guiteau con- 


tinued to interject his comments, 
with the evident intention of annoy- 
ing Davidge, but finding he could not 
effect this, he gradually subsided into 
complete silence. 


"In tho beginning," said Mr. Dav- 


idge, "it was sought to show that the 
prisoner was ofl' his balance. Now 
the court tells you to look for that 
degree'of insanity that disables a 
man from knowing that what he was 
doing was wrong. 
This is the test 


you are to apply. Upon the quest- 
ion of inspiration, I think I will be 
able to show to your satisfaction how 
little there is in this claim. The 
only question," he said, "was that of 
insanity." He then argued that the 
prisoner had that degree of intelli- 
gence, legal knowledge, and the moral 
sense which rendered him responsi- 
ble for his acts. In a telling passage 
he showed that the prisoner himself 
had the wit to seo the fatal weakness 
of Mr. Scoville's line of defense, and 
repudiated it, arguing in his own be- 
half that he was no imbecile, but a 
sane man, whose intellect and will 
had been dominated during a speci- 
fied period of time, rendering him 
irresponsible for this particular crime. 
He then reviewed the circumstances 
of the crime, and the victim, and the 
criminal. His analysis of Guitean's 
character was graphic and effective. 
"If," he exclaimed, "I were to sum 
up the moral and intellectual quali- 
ties of this man, I should say that 
he had the daring of a vulture, com- 
bined with the heart of a wolf.'1 
In 


speaking of Guitean's plan, he re- 
marked upon his greater fear of the 
mob than of the law. and exclaimed: 
"We must say, to our shame, that 
this estimate had a foundation. It 
rested," he added, "with the jury to 
show the world whether Guiteau's 
opinion was well founded. 
If he 


had feared the law as he feared tho 
mob, 
our martyred head and chief 


would be alive to-day," 


At this point a recess was taken. 
When the court reassembled, Mr. 


Davidge took up in order the case of 
each member of the Guiteau family 
upon whose mental condition evi- 
dence had been offered by the de- 
fense, and recited in connection the 
counter evidence of the prosecution, 
summing up the force of this evi- 
dence with tho remark: 
"But tho 


unanswerable testimony of experts 
settles the question how much effect 
this collateral insanity could have 
upon the mental condition of the 
prisoner. It is but the merest mock- 
ery to discuss this question, in view 
of the undoubted ability of this man 
to distinguish 
between right and 


wrong." 


Guiteau interrupted once, shout- 


ing: "I have always been a Christ- 
ian man, and for six years have been 
strictly virtnons. Don't forget that, 
either." 


Davidge continued • "There is not 


a single fact, or single jot or tittle, 
to show that this prisoner was not 
perfectly responsible for his action 
on the 2d of July. The jury will 
find that the defense have carefully 
picked out and held up to view every- 
thing in the entire career of this man 
which may be considered odd or pe- 
culiar, and it is for you to consider 
how much value can be attached to 
this evidence, when you come to con- 
sider whether this man did not know 
on the 2d of July that it was wrong 
for him to kill the Chief Magistrate 
of the nation." Mr. Davidge then 
took up the Oneida community, and 


would shortly appear as a witness for 
the defense. 


Guiteau: I never feigned insan- 


ity; I never claimed to be insane 
after the 2d of July. I'm as sane as 
you are, Davidge, and a better man. 
too. 


Davidge: Do you hear that, gen- 


tlemen? 
Contrast that with what 


you have soon day after day in the 
court-room. 


As Davidge proceeded to disinte- 


grate the evidence and argue its 
worthlessness, Gniteau occasionally 
interrupted. 
Onco he called out, sar- 


castically: "You don't believe a word 
of that, Davidge; you're just talking 
that stuff for money." 
• 


Mr. Davidge continued to discuss 


the evidence, which he had arranged 
chronologically, and caused a ripple 
of amusement as he described Gni- 
teau's career in Boston, and among 
others (and you must know all things 
are in Boston; if you do not know it 
yon have simply to visit Boston;) a 
temple or building erected by disci- 
ples or believers in tho doctrines of 
the atheist, Tom Paine.

acquaintance. Alluding to one wit- 
ness (Daniells, of Virginia,), who had 
neither been asked opinions as to the 
prisoner's sanity, Davidge said: "In 
my opinion, he was their best wit- 
ness, for I have infinitely more ro 
spect for a man who does not express 
an opinion than for those who are so 
ready to express one, with no data 
upon which to base it."

The Prtsent Stage of Hie Disease, and 


Hotr It it Being Handled by the 


Tvum Authorities.

There is now no doubt about the re- 


ported cases of small-pox in this place 
being the real disease. Dr. J. H. Eauch, 
secretary of the state Board of Health, 
was here on Friday, and examined the 
cases, and pronounced them small-pox. 


Miss Smith, who was the first real case, 


is up and around, and seems to be recov- 
ering rapidly, but it is thought she will 
b« left badly marked. None of thereat of 
the family show symptoms of taking it 
as yet 


The other case is an infant child of 


John Long. The disease was taken into 
this family by Wm. Long, a brother of 
John. Two or three more of this family 
are complaining at this writing, and the 
doctor says he suspects it is the small-pox. 
They have all, however, been vaccinated 
and it has taken, and is doing well 


There are no signs of its spreading out- 


side of those f amihes, and it is thought it 
will not, as it is now about twelve days 
since any outsMe of these two families 
have been exposed. Quite a number were 
exposed before it was discovered to be 
small-pox, but so far none have taken it 
The toivn board have closely quarantined 
both families, and attendants supply their 
needs under the care of Dr. Harsha.
